BUFFALO, N. Y., March 81.—@) 
A white man’s.jury was ready to- 


jnight to decide the authorship of an 


Indian legend concerning a “white 
witch” who cast a curse upon the 
people of the Cattaragus reservation 
and who died because one of those 
people believed that. legend. 

Should this jury, after it has lis- 
tened to brief summations tomorrow, 
decide the 35-year-old Indian, Lila 
Jimerson, conceived this story, she 
}will stand convicted as an accomplice 
in the murder of Clothilde Marchand, 
little French woman, who,. the state 
charges, died at the hands of witch- 
harassed old Nancy Bowen. She re- 
fused to testify in her own behalf. 

If this eouncil of the whites, these 
12 men of Erie county, believe Lila 
Jimerson wrote letters over a name 
of a person who never existed, tell- 
ing old Nancy the wife of Henri 
Marchand, Buffalo sculptor, was a 
witch, the younger Indian woman, in 
the eyes of the law, will be equally 
guilty with the old. woman the state 
says actually beat down and chloro- 
formed Mrs. Marchand. 

The defense directed its heaviest 
fire on the soundness of the prosecu- 
tion’s charge that it was Lila’s long 
brown fingers that penned letters 
signed “Mrs. Dooley,” which influ- 
enced the superstitious mind of old 
Nancy against the witch, identified 
in the letters as “Clotilda Brown.” 

“Lila’s attorneys today placed. on 
the stand Perey W. Darby, of But- 
falo, to deny in the capacity of an 
expert in chirography, that any sim- 
ilarity existed between letters Liha 
had-written Henri Marchand and the 
communications to ok Nancy over 
the name of “Mrs. Dooley,’ 

The character of Lila was present- 
ed in contradictory lights today. While 
she sat, impassively chewing gum, she 
heard her father, Anson Jimersoun, ad- 
mit to the district attorney he had 
told him that Lila had “gone out” 
with a white man named Wright be- 
fore her affair with Marchand. She 
also heard the Rev. Penjamin 8S. Far- 
rell declare she was a membe~ of the 
Church of Christ on the reservation 
and that she gave valuable service as 
organist.and secretary. 

‘The last witness for the defense was 
Henri Marchand. He was recalled by 
defense counsel after he already had 
testified for the state. It, was Lila’s 
ambition to have the French artist 
for her husband, the state told the 
jury, that prompted her to seek the 
death of Marchand’s wife. The fire of 
this ambition had been fed by an inti- 
macy with the artist, the prosecutor 
told the jury, an intimacy which 
Marchand declared had _ its source 
only in the “professional necessity’ 
of getting the reluctant woman to pose 
for bis Indian museum figures. 

Marchand left the stand white with 
anger after telling his inquisitor, John 
V. Maloney, of defense counsel, the 
jury, the judge and the packed court- 
room that Maloney was “not qualified 
to question him.” He had been ques- 
tionea concerning domestic scenes be- 
tween himself and his: family, espe- 
cially his wife. He denied, with heat 
and volubility, there ever had been 
such scenes. The questioning of the 
defense attorney also concerned al- 
leged affairs with other.women. 


Counting Clock 


Will Be Checked 
By Census Takers 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—(>)— 
At one minute after midnight tonight, 
} the first minute of April, the popu- 
lation of the United States will be 
122,186,893 by the ‘flashing, clicking 
census: clock in the office of W. M. 
Steuart, who will direct the fifteenth 
decennial census to begin Wednesday. 

That time, 12:01 a. m., is the mo- 
| ment of the census. - Every count will 
be as of then, and the actual enumera- 
tion of population will show how close 
the scientific clock came to correct- 
ness, 
This is the first census in which the 
big clock, invented at the time of the 
Philadelphia Sesquicentennial Hxposi- 
tion, conld be used to cheek with ac- 
tual figures. 

The returns Will show whether the 
census clock is fast or slow. 

All day long, month in, month out, 
the clicking of the clock has kept Di- 
rector Steuart census-conscious. 

He can step into his anteroom at 
any moment and see just what the 
population of the United States should 
tally in keeping with the numerical 
laws which have been found:to govern 
its growth. 

The stork, the ‘ ‘grim reaper,” the 
incoming ship for arriving immigrants 
and the outgoing ship for departing 
emigrants are pictured, on the face 
of the census clock. The’ dial is a map 
of the United States, criss-crossed with 
electric bulbs. 

Net changes in population, as calcu- 
lated by C. E. Batschelet, geographer 
for the bureau, are shown in light 
flashes as follows: 

One birth every 13 seconds, one 
death every 23 seconds, one immigrant 
arrives every 11-2 minutes, one emi- 
grant departs every 51-2 minutes. 

A net increase of one occurs every 
23 seconds. 

When the white light flashes the 
net increase of 1 in the country’s 
population, an additional tally is 
clicked up on the numerical score 
board at the top of the clock. 

Flashing through an open door its 
invitation to enter and observe, the 
census clock has attracted many visi- 
tors. Many have expressed curiosity 
as to the accuracy of such a fine 
accounting of the rate of increase. ,

Financial Support Needed. 

“To maintain and carry on all these 
activities requires the devoted co-opera- 
tion of our loyal staff and the un- 
selfish assistance of many men and 
women all over the country, but it 
also requires liberal financial sup- 
port,” he said.

A mummy which, with its decorations 
of amulets and jewelry lay undis- 
turbed for 4,000 years, has been dis- 
covered by the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum Expedition at Mey- 
dum, Egypt, Alan Rowe, field director, 
advised the museum authorities in a 
report made public Sunday.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 31. 
(P)—An emergency withdrawal from 
the state treasury of $110,000 to re- 
tain quarantine lines in the ‘Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly eradication work in 
Florida was ordered today by Gover- 
nor Doyle E. Carlton and his cabinet. 

The cabinet’s action was taken at a 
special joint meeting with the state 
plant board at which Dr. Wilmvn 
Newell, the board's commissioner, 
warned thut unless the state made 
immediately av ailable sufficient funds 
to continue the work, quarantine lines 
would be abandoned over the state by 
tonight. 

In a statement given out following 
an executive session of the cabinet and 
plant board lasting for,about an hour, 
Governor Carlton said the state funds 

ould be made available “at a great 
facrifice,” 

Prospective abandonment of the 
quarantine lines was brought about 
through withdrawal of financial sup- 
port on the part ofthe federal gov- 
ernment, which also Yesulted in a re- 
duction in the inspection field corps 
of from about 750 to 55, Newell told 
the board. 

The governor's statement follows: 

“At great sacrifice the board is 
making available $110,000 to bridge 
over this emergency situation with the 
confidence that the federal appropri- 
ation will be available for May 1 

“This money is to be expended to 
maintain the present quarantine lines, 
this so the immediate emer- 

enc 
. “Tt is probable that the plant board 
will ask the men on duty to accept 
reduced pay to heln meet ‘he emer- 
gency, especially in view of the fact 
that the state is faced with a possible 
deficiency in its ordinary operating 
expenditures tor tne remainder of this 
year.

WON SUNT 


Mrs, Souvielle Dies in Jack- 
sonville at Age of 
80 Years. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 31. 
—Mrs. Eliza M. Souvielle, 80, inter- 
nationally known scientist, died here 
last night. 

Three countries honored Mrs. Sou- 
vielle for her scientific work. She 
was made a member of the American 
Society for the Advancement ‘of Sci- 
ence, the British Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Science and the Seis- 
mographical Society of Japan. 

Integsested in science in early wom- 
anhood, Mrs. Souvielle spent her en- 
tire life in the study and teaching of 
science. She had scores of articles 
printed in the leading scientific maga- 
zines of the world and herself pub- 
lished a scientific magazine. 

When a young woman Mrs. Souvi- 
elle lectured on science to students at 
Harvard University. She was said 
to have been the first woman ever 
to address the students on science. 

Mrs. Souvielle was married twice. 
Her first husband was Thomas Bass- 
nett, Illinois scientist. Her second 
husband was Dr. M. Souvielle, a 
French surgeon who distinguished 
himself during the Franco-Prussian 
war in 1870. 

Funeral services will be held here 
tomorrow. 

At the time the Wright brothers 
perfected the airplane, Mrs. Souvielle 
was engaged in an effort to make 
one. She was said to have construct- 
ed several models and was planning 
to build a ship for an attempted flight 
at the time of the Wrights’ success. 
She had patented several scientific 
inventions prior to that time.

Of Glider Train

TUCSON, Ariz., March 31.—We 
were 28 miles from Van Cortlandt 
Park, .New York, when our glider- 
plane air train started on its trans-

Our nee feel that we are a great deal ‘more 
than half way. 


Not only was this first day’s flying 
the longest, and, because of the moun- 
tains, the most difficult of our eight 
daily. hops, but the unsatisfactory 
weather conditions slowed and hamper- 
ed us. Heavy clouds drifting in from 
the ocean lowered the ceiling to dow bt- 
ful. height as the air train took off 
from Lindbergh field. 

Accompanied by two movie planes, 
however. we succeeded in crossing a 
pass in the Rockies at 6,500 feet and 
on the other side we found skies 
which continued to smile the balance 
of the day. Going “over the hump” I 
regaled myself with church organ 
music coming in on my radio set. 

To Fly-Fiéld, Yuma, from Lindbergh 
field is 150 miles. Duke Jernigin, 
flying the tow ship, brought us over 
Yuma in 1 hour and 45 minutes. I 
cast off at 5,500 feet and after a 2b- 
minute éxhibition of gliding slid into 
the field at 11 o’clock. 

All of Yuma, it seemed, turned out 
to meet us, but the crowd there was 
nothing to that which awaited us two 
hours Jater at Sky Harbor, Phoenix, 
160 miles away. 

Our trip to Phoenix was the most 
enjoyable stage of the flight. A tail 
wind sped us along sometimes as fast 
as 90 miles an hour, and when I cast 
off at 7,200 feet above the field favor- 
able rising air streams permitted what 
must have been a convincing demon- 
stration of soaring.

TAXING HIGHWAY AD-SIGNS. 

Formidable movements have been 
Started in several states to beautify 
their newly paved highways by the 
planting of trees and ornamental 
Shrubbery along them on either 
side. In some states the tree plant- 
ing has already become popular and 
general under the auspices of vol- 


As an essential part of the beau- 
tification schemes is a demand upon 
the legislatures, some 40 of which 
will be in session early next year, 
to regulate, limit and even prohibit, 
advertising billboards in proximity 
to the public highways. In New 
Jersey a bill has just been passed 
imposing a,tax of 3 cents per square 
foot on such billboards, to be laid 
and collected by the state motor ve- 
hicle department. In other states 
the proposed tax is sometimes 5 
cents and. sometimes 10 cents per 
square foot. Where the tax is ac- 
cepted the billboards must be set 
back from the highway at least 50 
feet. 

The argument is that the big 
advertising signs disfigure the high- 
ways and the landscapes; that they 
are but lightly read by speeding 
motorists; and frequently they have 
obscured the view of intersections 
and crossings, and caused serious 
and frequent fatal accidents. 

That the states have the police 
power to tax, regulate and prohibit 
the billboards is beyond question in 
the courts, so the advertisers must 
either surrender their billboards or 
fight for them with the legislators 
of several states. 


SEND THE BILL TO HOOVER. 
Now that the Grundy tariff bill 
is out of the senate and in confer- 
ence committee of the two houses 
it is rather hard to understand why 
the democrats in congress should 
not let the republicans jam the 
measure through without further 
rag-chewing over rates on this or 
that. : ,

have to decide the fate of the bill. 
It will be squarely up to him to

Barbusse. 

An interesting discussion*took place 
recently in Paris when H. G. Wells 
and Henri Barbusse met for the first 
time and fell to talking about’ the 
situation in Russia. Barbusse, of 
course, defends the present regime In 
Moscow, and he believes sincerely that 
it holds the salvation of Europe and 
the regeneration of humanity, but Mr. 
Wells also thinks the revolution in 
Moscow a most useful experiment that 
should be encouraged and enlarged. 
But the two men had a hopeless fall- 
ing out and came near a violent quar 
rel when Mr. Wells touched upon the 
subject of violence and the ruthless 
enforcement of the communist ‘ideolo- 
gy, which the soviets pursue. Bar- 
busse held that the soviets represent a 
new conception of the world, that 
they have a duty to defend themselves 
with all and every means at their dis- 
posal “in order to keep the ideal that 
they represent intact and inviolate.” 
“This means that the end justifies 
the means,” said Wells, “a very dan- 
gerous doctrine.” “I do not condemn 
violence simply as violence,” came 
back Barbusse. “There are instances 
where a cause can triumph only 
through violence. have discussed 
this point with Romain Rolland, who 
is against all violence, the same as 
Gandhi. Still in India the attitude of 
Gandhi is like that of a blind prophet.

The established order of things has 
benefited by Gandhi's campaign of 
non-violence.” “Not for long,”  re- 
marked Wells. Wells believes in the 
might of ideas. In this he is a suc- 
cessor of the great liberals and. ra-

More Bank Merger Rumors 
—Are Movies Taking the 
Place of Saloon? ——Don-

Bank merger rumors continue. The 
latest one to interest Wall Street was 
that the Guaranty Trust Company, 
the Bankers’ Trust Company and the 
New York Trust Compan would 
unite and form the world’s lar 
bank, with resources in excess of $3,- 
00, . This story gained con- 
siderable currency last week. 


But from the best information avail- 
able to this writer there is no truth 
in the report. It’s just another one 
of those “it is rumored” stories that 
appear every now and then in the 
street. 


“Not a thing to it,” said a leading 
officer of one of these trust companies, 
and a man who should know, if any- 
body does, all the facts regarding this 
particular rumor. 


The striking part of the Paramount 
Famous Lasky QGorporation report for 
1929, issued today, is mot the fact 
that the net profits almost doubled, 
but the fact that in the last three 
months of 1929, when business was 
demoralized and at a standstill, the 
net profits of this company more than 
doubled over the last three months of 
1928, when business was booming. 

Are the movies taking the place of 
the saloon? In the old days, when 
times were hard, the saloons got the 
business. From these figures, it 
would seem that in the hard times of 
today the movies are getting the busi- 
ness. . 
Paramount’s net for 1929—$15,544,-

? RAILWAYS TO ISSUE 
$139,071,750 BONDS 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—()— 
Authorization for the Pennsylvania 
and the Erie railroads to,issue $139, 
071,750 in gold bonds, a large part 
of which is to be used for carrying 
through improvement budgets — this 
year, was given today by the inter- 
state commerce commission, 

At the same time the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul and Pacific was per- 
mitted to assume liability for $4,260,- 
000 of equipment-trust certificates to 
be used in the purchase of new equip- 


, ment costing $5,693.968. 


Under the commission’s authoriza- 
tion the Pennsylvania will issue $60,- 
000,000 of 40-year 4 1-2 per cent gold 
debenture bonds to be sold at not 
less than 92 per cent of par and ac- 
crued interest, 

The Pennsylvania has approved a 
road and equipment budget providing 
for capital expenditures of $126,358,- 
780, of which $98,605,434 is to be ex- 
pended this year, leaving $27,753,546 
to be spent early in 1931. It expects 
the $60,000,000 issue to provide for 
these capital expenditures. 

Of the Erie’s total, $50,000,000 will 
be in refunding and improvement 5 
per cent mortgage bonds to be sold at 
93.5 per cent of par and accrued inter- 
est, and the remainder will be general 
lien 4 per cent bonds to be pledged 
with the trustee of the refunding and 
improvement mortgage. 

The Van Sweringen road is to use 
$23,000,000 of the $50,000,000 issue 
for additions and betterments during 
the year, exclusive of $8,990, to be 
spent for equipment which will be cov- 
ered by equipment trust certificates. 


Baby Weddings 
Go Under Ban 
In British India 


NEW DELHI, India, March 31— 
(P)—Prohibition of baby brides be- 


, comes effective throughout British In- 


dia at midnight. 

Henceforth it will be illegal for ma- 
ture men to marry girls of 7 and § 
years of age. Specificially the new 
law forbids the marriage of girls less 
than 14 and boys less than 18 years 
of age, but the law was aimed at the 
greater marriage evil which brought 
upon its Indian proponents the con- 
demnation of many westerners. 

A fine of 1,000 rupees of imprison- 
ment for one month will be imposed 
upon any person solemnizing a union 
which comes under the ban of the 
child’ marriage act. 

Tiny brides have been rushed to 
the altar by thousands. during the last 
five months in an effort to forestall 


‘the law which was passed last Sep- 


tember by the legislative assembly by 
67 votes to 4 to become effective 
April 1. . 

In one recent case the age of a lit- 
tle bride was only two years; hun- 
dreds of other marriages of infants 
of similar ages have been taking place. 
mostly in Bengal and Madras and 
some in north India. 

In many quarters the new law is 
resented on religious grounds and if 
has caused considerable agitation both 
among Hindus and Moslems. Ques- 
tions about it continue to be raised 
periodically in the assembly. Some 
sections of opinion have suggested the 
refusal of new taxation on the grounds 
that the law interferes with religious 
But the au- 
thorities have indicated they will 
brook no laxity in connection with 
the law. 

The ban on child marriages does 
not affect the territories of the 700 
native princes who are absolute mon- 
archs in their own domains.

Need of Lista Curb Market 
Stressed by Head of State 
College of Agriculture. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 31.—Co-or- 
dination of rural and urban activities 
will inaugurate a new economic pro- 
gram of great. significance, in the 
opinion of Dr. Andrew: M. Soule, pres- 
ident of the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture. 

As Dr. Soule sees it, the most im- 
portant questions uow confronting 
business leaders and farmers are: 

“How can we make ourselves more 
prosperous? How can we conserve

{crying needs at present is for the es- 
tablishment at many important cen- 
(ters throughout the state of a well- 
organized and directed local curb 
market where small as well as larger 
farm owners and operators may sell 
their produce upen a fair and equi- 
table basis. 

“At the present time many of our 
farmers with small quantities of va- 
ried products at their disposal do not 
seem to have facilities for merchan- 
dising the same within their reach.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—(UN) 
A nationwide public building program 
nearly as expensive as the Panama 
canal was given final governmental 
sanction today when President Hoover 
signed the Keyes-Elliot bill increasing 
the authorization of public buildings 
by $230,000,000. The present public 
building program, enacted a few years 
ago, provided $115,000,000. 

It is up to the treasury secretary 
and congress now to decide how the 
money is to be spent. Hundreds of 
new and enlarged postoffices and 
other government buildings will 
constructed over the country, and the 
central government here, now largely 
housed in refitted and temporary build- 
ings, will be given reat handsome 
homes to be built in a definite scheme 
of beautifying the capital. 

Half of the added $230,000,000 will 
be spent in the District of Columbia 
and half outside.

British Ace Tries To 
Make Run;. Plans At- 
~ tempt Today..

OCEAN SPEEDWAY, DAYTONA 
BEACH, Fla., March 31.—(4)—Mo- 
tor trouble and a rough beach com- 
bined today to thwart the attempt of 
Kaye Don, veteran British race car 
driver, to shatter the world’s auto- 
mobile speed record of 251 miles an 
hour over the wate-lapped ocean 
speedway here. 


Despite advice from officials that 
the course was not in condition for a 
record-breaking attempt, Don sent his 
giant 24-cylinder Silver Bullet rreer 
roaring over the beach six times, but 
the highest speed he was able to xt- 
tain was 186 miles an hour. 


. MOTOR TROUBLE. 

After his first three runs, made at 
a fairly rapid clip, carburetion trou- 
ble developed and the remainder of 
his trials were slow. The fastest 
speed he was able to attain after the 
motor trouble developed was 149. 

Upon completing his trials, Don 
towed the machine direct to the ga- 
rage and set a crew of mechanics to 
work adjusting the difficulties. He 
said that if the repairs were completed 
by tomorrow and the beach was in 
good condition, he would renew his 
attempts then. Low tide tomorrow 
occurs about 3:15, but he probably 
would be able to make trials an hour 
- an hour and a half before that 
ime. 


In the face of warnings that the 
beach was not in condition for a rec- 
ord-breaking attempt, Don sent his 
machine bouncing along the course 
at a speed of 178 miles an hour on 
his first trial today and then came 
back at 180, to return a short time 
later at 186. Despite the rough 
beach, Don: apparently had little dif- 
ficulty in ee the giant car un- 
der control. fter the trials he said 
the reason his machine rode the 
bumps so well was because of the 
long wheelbase, which ‘measures 15 
feet, 5 inches. 


ADJUSTS CAR. 

When he had completed his third 
run, Don made several adjustments 
to the air intake valves on the super- 
chargers in an effort to obtain better 
carburetion. He said that the gaso- 
line mixture was satisfactory up to 
speeds of approximately 150 miles an 
hour, but while traveling faster than 
that he had not been able to get the 
proper carburetion. 

n admitted after his first three 
runs that the beach was in no condi- 
tion for a record-breaking attempt, 
but said he wanted to make additional 
trials in an effort to learn just what 
adjustments were necessary to obtain 
the most perfect combustion. 

After making the first-.adjustments, 
Don raced across the course on his

NEW YORK, March 31.—Coyvering in old 
crop months was renewed today owing to a 
scarcity of offerings while there was a good 
deal buying and covering in .the new crop 
positions due to possibility of serious dam- 
age to the early planted cotton from cold 
weather and frost. 

Prices were on the upgrade steadily as 
a result of this combination with old crops 
leading the advance and selling practically 
2.a bale above Saturday's finals. The 
new crops were inclined to lag selling about 
$1.25 higher at the best. 

The best prices for the day were made 
in the late trading with the market closing 
around the highs. 

Congestion in old crops positions in New 
York, especially in May, continues the dom- 
inating feature owing to the efforts of spot 
houses and spinners who have cotton or 
goods hedged in those months to buy back 
their shorts. Reports now current claim 
that the co-operative associations or the farm 
board hoid anywhere from 600.000 to 80,0000 
bales of Mays and dQplys in New York 
which represest hedges sold by spot houses 
or spinners.

Huge Turnover on Stock Ex- 
change Last Week Augurs Re- 
turn of Old Time Bull Market 
—#Pennsy To Issue $60,000,- 
000 Bonds. 


NEW YORK, March 31.—There! 
was a large accumulation of buying 
orders over Sunday as a result of 
‘Saturday's old-time bull stock market. 
For the first half hour the turnover 
was 817,000 shares, the largest for 
that period since the end of the stock 
market panic last November. 

Profit-taking started the first hour. 
The downward price movement, how- 
ever, was short lived. With the up- 
ward price movement resumed Steel 
common and other leaders Thade new 
1930 highs. The average for 50 rep- 
resentative stocks made a new 1930 
high. By noon the tape was nearly 
three quarters of an hour behind the 
stock market floor. While the tape 
was printing 1931-4 for Steel com- 
mon 195 was being bid for it on the 
stock exchange floor. 

Progress is being made by the stock 
exchange in substituting the new fast 
stock tickers for the old ones. Until 
the last of the old tickers has been 
removed the new fast tickers must 
hold back to the pace of the old ones. 
The daily volume of stocks traded in 
is being held down by the old tickers 


falling behind actual trading on the'| 


floor. To buy or sell stocks when 
the tape is as far behind as it has 
been daily for the past fortnight is 
pretty much like jumping in the dark. 
Every day for the past fortnight trad- 
ing has slowed down when the ticker 
dropped a half hour or more behind 
the floor.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, March 31. 
(?)—The group of stockholders in the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Company 
who are opposed to merging it with 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation in- 
terpreted today a statement from Eu- 
gene G. Grace, president, and Charles 
Schwab, chairman of Bethlehem, as

WASHINGTON, March 31.—(UN) 
|New evidence that bootleggers are 
| finding corn sugar a valuable raw 
| material was offered today in a state- 
iment of still seizures for February 
issued by Prohibition Commissioner 
Doran. 


It has been Doran's contention that 

corn sugar rather than denatured al- 
cohol diverted from legitimate business 
channels was the chief source of boot- 
leg liquor. To give the public and 
congress a picture of this situation, 
Doran has instituted a system of 
monthly reports on still and mash seiz- 
ures. . 
During February the prohibition bu- 
reau seized a total of 1,960 illicit stills, 
compared with seizures in January of 
1,983 stills. Most of these stills were 
operating on derivatives of the corn 
crop. 

The January report showed 730 
stills contained corn mash when de- 
tected, while 201 of these were op- 
erating with straight corn sugar ahd 

> with corn meal and sugar from 
beets or sugar cane. Only 53 stills 
were using molasses, formerly used 
largely in making whiskey. Ninety 
stills were operating on alcohol from 
which the gevernment denaturant had 
b®en eliminated. 

There were also seizures in January 
of 1,258,935 gallons of corn sugar 
mash, 752,620 gallons of cane and beet 
sugar mash, 41,275 gallons of denat- 
ured alcohol, and. 125,503 gallons of 
molasses. | 

An almost similar situation was 
shown in the February report which 
listed 1,860 seized stills as using either 
corn sugar or corn meal mixed with 
cane sugar or beet sugar. Stills using 
corn meal were mostly found in south- 
ern states. Kighty-four stills were 
using molasses and only 52 denatur- 
ed alcohol. Agents of the bureau 
seized 1,811,000 gallons of corn sugar 
mash in February, 1,069,368 gallons 
of cane and beet sugar mash and 10,- 
000 gallons of denatured alcohol. 


’29-’30 Naval Stores 
Figures Revealed 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 31.—(P/) 
Reports of receipts and shipments of 
naval stores’ for the 1929-30 season 
ending today revealed rosin receipts 
for the year amounted to 693,480 bar- 
rels and turpentine receipts for the 
same period totaled 192,631 casks. 

Shipments of rosin for the season 
were 691,118 barrels and turpentine 
shipments were 196,983 casks. 

Stock on hand at the close today in- 
cluded 69,913 barrels of rosin and 
4,896 casks of turpentine. 

The highest price for grade extra 
rosin was reached on April 1, when 
it was quoted at $9; the lowest level,

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BANDIT OUTRAGES 
CONTINUE IN CHINA 


Foreigners Believed Evacu- 
ating Outlying Sections as 


Raids Continue. 
\ 


SHANGHAI, March 31.—(@%)— 
Bandit disorders, complicated by the 
capture of missionaries and commu- 
nist activities, were indicated by re- 
ports pouring into Shanghai today to 
have created a grave situation in vari- 
ous parts of China. 


Radicals who apparently had sub- 
sided some weeks ago when Chiang 
Kai-Shek demonstrated the strength 
of the Nanking government, were re- 
ported active again, especially in 
nofthern China, where Yen Hsi-Shan, 
governor of Shansi province, is head- 
ing military opposition to the nation- 
alist government. Much of the re- 
cent lawlessness in south China was 
attributed to Yen’s incitements as he 
allegedly is trying to bring about the 
government’s downfall. 


Information came from Suchow, 
about 50 miles from Shanghai, that 
police and soldiers had united and am- 
bushed boats carrying 500 bandits. The 
boats were raked with rifle fire until 
they were filled with dead and wound- 
ed, the reports said. Police then 
boarded the boats and engaged in 
hand-to-hand conflict with the out- 
laws who were finally overcome and 
many of them captured. Others fled. 


Evacuation of many places by for- 
eigners was believed imminent if not 
already under way. One of thése 
places is Nanchang, where officers of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
York reported conditions precarious. 
Evacuation had not begun there, but 
dispatches said foreign shipping on the 
upper Yangtse continued to be _ sub- 
jected to rifle fire and machine gun 
attacks from bandits who menaced the 
locality. Other advices said the Nan- 
chang-Kiukang railway, which affords 
a means of evacuation, had been in- 
terrupted, but the cause was not given. 

Swatow, Kwangtun, dispatches said 
communists were increasingly active 
along the Fukien border, « 

No new light had been shed on the 
fate of missionaries captured recently. 
The latest missionary seizures report- 
ed were-at Yuanchow, western Kiang- 
si, where, according to reports to the 
North China Daily News, two women 
and a man were taken.prisoner, three 
others escaping. Those captured were 
the Rev. and Mrs. R. W. Porteus, 
of England, and Miss N. RB. Gemmell, 
an American. Their whereabouts con- 
tinued a mystery. 


Another bandit raid took place near | 


Soochow, in the Taihu lake region, 
said dispatches. The brigands cap- 
tured Quinsan, south of Soechow, kiil- 
ing many who opposed them. They 


departed with 5% wealthy Chinese resi- | 


dents after announcing that the pris- 
oners would be killed unless ransom 
money was forthcoming. 


A dispatch from MHankow stated 
that an American steamer arrived 
there with sandbags upon its: decks 
and parts of its cargo also used as a 
barricade. The steamer had run the 
gauntlet of heavy firing from both 
sides of the Yangtse river during the 
night while coming from Shanghai. 

Writing from Michow, Chekiang 
province, 150 mileg south of Shanghai, 
a missionary stated that the “red 
terror had broken out in northern 
Chekiang, where bandits “armed with 
machine guns were pillaging villages, 
forcing residents to join them and 
murdering those refusing.”

Sugar Firm Unable

reorganization or readjustment of 
finances, President William C. Doug- 
las announced today. 

Punta Alegre is one of several Cu- 
ban sugar companies to find _ itself 
in financial difficulties as result of 
low prices for sugar and generally 
unsatisfactory conditions in the in- 
dustry. The company was unable to 
meet sinking fund provisions on its 
( per cent debentures last june, and 
has asked holders of the debentures to 
waive these provisions until 1934.
